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Health Officer's Report 



Aside from the epidemics of measles and chicken pox that 
were raging at the time oE our last report there have been only 
scattered cases of the communicable diseases. 

The epidemic of metsles lasted through the remainder of 
the winter and early spring. 112 cases were reported, with 
three deaths. 

The epidemic of chicken pox apparently kept pace with 
the measles, subsiding at about the same time. 79 cases were 
reported. 

The cases of scarlet fever and of diphtheria were scattered, 
occurring at intervals during the year. There were 7 cases of 
scarlet fever and 6 of diphtheria. Of the latter, three were in 
the form of membranous croup. No deaths occurred from either 
disease. 

One case of erysipelas was reported. 

During the year 177 dwellings were placed under modified 
quarantine and 11 under full quarantine. There were 13 fumi- 
gations of dwelling's under full quarantine and 18 special fumi- 
gations of rooms and clotiing. Eight inspections for suspected 
infectious disease or for unsanitary conditions were made. Fif- 
teen reports of communicable diseases were made to the Secre- 
tary of the State Board ol Health. 

During the period covered by this report there were 32 
deaths, exclusive of still-births. Permits were issued for 25 
interments in Proctor, and 11 for removal to and burial in other 
towns.
